use include hydrogen pernxide, 
a acid, lemon juice and

Using Bloach 


- Before using a “bleach’ on 
coloured or fine fabrics, test the 
result on a smnil, Incanspicuous 
Piece of fabric. If the. bleacn 
changes its colour use o very 
weak solution. To use a chemt- 
enl bleach such as. peroxide. 
stretch the stain¢d = material 
over. a bowl of steaming hot 
water. Molsten stained aren 
with water. Drop chemical on 
the stain with a medicine drop- 
per.
